tree for the last tim e the heavy trunk 
slid from tho stum p and stru ck W ilson 
with g reat force. 
He w as 
knocked 
hendkm g and one of his legs pinioned 
to th e ground. 
W ith a cry of pain the m an shouted 
for help. 
His com panion, who hag as­ 
sisted in th e saw ing, was unable to re ­ 
lease him, and running to th e saw­ 
mill close by, secured th e services of 
several o th er men. 
W ith m uch diffi­ 
culty the heavy tree w as rolled over 
and W ilson released. 
An exam ination of his injuries re­ 
vealed a sight th a t alm ost sickened his 
rescuers. 
T he tree struck his leg Just 
above tho ankle, and aside from lacer­ 
ating the flesh, crushed 
th e 
bones 
from the ankle to th e knee into splin­ 
ters. 
In a few m inutes th e Injured 
leg was sw ollen to alm ost tw ice its 
natural size and caused intense pain. 
W ith all possible haste W ilson was 
taken to H ookstow n, but th e doctors 
there, realizing th a t am putation was 
necessary, guve instructions to have 
him taken to a hospital.

i never saw m e starooajo 
aide of the Texas at all. 
We w e n 
never across her bow 
I never was at 
her port side and she never app/oach 
ed any position that was within 600 
yards of the Brooklyn.

We 
passed 
completely 
around the circle. 
The least range 
that was given was 1,100 yards, and 
the fact of the nearness of that ship 
(the second Spanish ship) impressed 
itself upon my mind and will never 
be forgotten, because I could see with 
the naked eye men running over her 
turrets to her

and I observed the daylight between 
their legs as they ran.

was constantly at my side. and always 
in my confidence, We have got o n 1.

the movements. 
They cannet see and 
they ought to know.* and he did si 
throughout

action. 
El cry few 
moments rn es ages were sent below to 
the men that, were answered often­ 
times with cheers, which we could bear 
through the \ entilators. 
It appeared 
to be a very short interval of time 
after that that I saw a second ship 
on fire, which proved later to be the 
Oquendo. 
She evidently had suffered 
very severely and started im m ediate­ 
ly iushore. leaving the Viscaya and 
the Colou 
The Viscaya immediately 
took a leading position on the bow, 
aud I thought for a little while that 
she would perhaps out foot us. 
The 
Colon worked inshore and the time 
between the dropping out of action 
of those two ships until the Viscaya 
turned inshore was a period of per­ 
haps 39 minutes, during which she 
was abreast of the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon. 
I looked to the eastward and 
got 
occasional 
glimpses of the In­ 
diana aud ot the Gloucester, 
i coaid 
not see very well 
what 
they were 
doing owing to the cloud*, of smoke, 
though I knew that both were doing 
adm irable work. 
I felt that the mo­ 
m ent these vessels ran into the beach 
t h e ‘commanding officers of the ships 
which could not keep up the pace with 
the two leaders would take care of the 
prisoners and would save them from 
the insurgents, as well as from tfieir 
own fire, 
About do minutes, as nearly 
as I can remember, was Hie length of 
time from he turning in or the wound

Ship’s Speed Increased. 


“The position of the Colon being di 
re d ly under the fire of the two ships, 
there was no question In the mind O’" 
the captain of the Colon that It would 
be fatal. 
< think he did exactly right. 
A sacrifi e of life would have been 
unnecessary, so he fired a gun to the 
leeward and hauled his Hag down and 
ran in onto the bar at the south of 
Rio Tarquino. 
I signalled at once to 
cease firing; that the enemy had sur­ 
rendered. 
We had some difficulty .a 
getting out a boat on account of the 
steam being turned off and the cranes 
having been struck. 
They were m om 
or less jammed. 
We steamed into a 
jiosition o' it thousand yards. 
I re­ 
member distinctly Captain Gook ask ­ 
ing if we should slow up.

Colon Under Fire of Two Ships. 


"The position of the Colon being di­ 
rectly under the fire of the two ships, 
there was no question in the mind o' 
the captain of the Colon that it would 
be fatal. 
I think he did exactly right. 
A sacrifice of life would have been 
unnecessary, so he fired a gun to the 
leeward and hauled his flag down ami 
ran in onto the bar at the south of 
Rio Tarquino. 
I signalled at once to 
cease firing; th a t the enemy had su r­ 
rendered. 
We had some difficulty ta 
getting out a boat on account of the 
steam being turned off and the cranes 
having been struck.
